An Old Resident Pays Tbe Debt 


of Nature—The Funeral.

o'clock, Judge John Ricketts, in the 78th 
•ear ot his age, passed away in death at 
lis home, 823 North Church street. The 
deceased wan afflicted with a cancer, and 
eiuce May his death has been expected, 
lie recovery waa impossible, and all that 
his wife and children could do was to 
alleviate his suffering* as far as possible, 
Eu their cere of tbe judge the family bad 
ie afinstaitee of tbe Mwouie fraternity.

.be judge, wbo was always a. Democrat, 
took an active part in politics. He waa 
chosen county judge in 1856 and served 
until the war brokeout, when he resigned 
.o enter tbe Federal service. Tbe judge 
was an honored citizen, a man of firm 
convictions of right and duty, and was 
generally respected for his personal 
worth and integrity.

the passage ot the bill was manufactured 
abroad. In this QBHS 000 people who 
were unemployed bave found labor at 
wages ranging from $10 to $25 a week- 
This is only one factory out of hnndrtds 
ot otliera, yet tuo McKioley low is only 
a year old. Surely giving men employ' 
tnent who were not employed ia equiva- 
lent to raising their income. Protection 
bos done this. The touts ore before ne. 
It has passed 
beyond tbe realm ot 


theory to a veritable object lesson in the 
benefits ot protection, 
, Free traders do not like this. They would 
not have it eo if they could prevent it. 
Nothing would please them more than to 
have some calamity bafall the building 
up ot industries on American soil—any- 
thing ihat would relieve their barren 
theories of free trade frim the diloma 
which they they are aow in. Freo trade 
never gave an impetus to American in- 
dustries and never opened avenues for 
tbe employment of labor on American 
soil. It, ot till theoriea held by Ameri- 
cans, is the onJy one that keeps hope 
alive in the breasts of foreign capitalists. 
Free trade aorves uotieo on American 
workiugmeu tbat they should be com- 
pelled to compete with European labor 
on equal terms—that American labor 
mnat live nt the same cost, and have no 
advantage over foreign labor performed 
ou foreign soil. "Show me a case where 
tbe MoEinley law has advanced wngea," 
cries the anglo-manioc. Let the free 
trader point to a single instance where 
his theory has ever opened a way for em- 
ployment—where it ever built a new 
factory or a new industry. Tbe protec- 
tive tariff IHWH, of wiiiah tlie McKinley 
law is a rcvidon, did wiise the wages ot 
ot American workmen, and at the same 
time reduced the price of manufactures 
to the consumer and gave the American 
farmer a home market.

Towns in Illinois, 


A oue wu decided cm Monday in the 


Supreme court wfaich settles a contro 
Terey that has been ataog on Cor yean in 
neatly all the wnaller towns in tbe etate. 
It ia a common thing for tnalefaotora 
sentenced tonnes by joeticeeof the peace 
to be compelled to work cut tbe amount 
at fines and ootta on the etwete or roads. 
It bu long been a matter ol dispute 
whether the town was responsible for 
instioe costs in snob oases. The justices 
argued that tbe towns received money's 
worth; that the streets and roads were 
improved, and that therefore the costs 
should be paid. In many, in taot in moat 
oases this wae done, but in eome in- 
eteDoeo it WM refused. A test case was 
made by 3. B. Fo8aelmao,a justice of tbe 
peace in Springfield, who bad imposed a 
number of fine* for violation ot city ordi 
nancee. Faynentlot bis coat bills was 
refused and suit wee brought. The case 
was decided in favor of tbe city in the 
circuit court, and this derision wasyefl- 
terday affirmed in tbe Supreme court. 
Tbe decision was that cities aud towns 
are not liable for any coats worked out 
on the streets or roads affirmed, Tbe 
Supreme court holde that the imprison- 
ment, or the work on the street of a per- 
son who has been fined,ts simply a, means 
of punishment, and that therefore in 
stwb oases the city collects no costs and 
owee none to the justice of the peace or 
police magistrate imposing the fine. 
There ii nothing to prevent towne from 
making such payments if tbey desire, 
but unless special ordinances are passed 
they cannot be collected by legal process. 
It ie probable that now tbe matter is 
anally settled, and strong efforts will be 
made l>y the justices and their f Heads to 
have euctb ordinances passed.
